Scope of Work: This representation will encompass providing strategic counsel and
tactical planning on foreign policy matters before the U.S. Government (Executive and
Legislative branches) and related media work, as noted below.

Term & Fees: This agreement is valid for an initial period of six months and shall be
extended on month to month basis, thereafter, unless either of the parties cancels this
agreement. In consideration for the services provided by Venable, LLP, the SNV agrees
to pay Venable, LLP a total fee of U.S. ($600,000). Of this amount, $250,000 shall be
paid upon execution of the engagement, with an additional $250,000 to be paid two
months from the date of the initial payment, and the remaining $100,000 no later than six
months from the date this agreement is executed.
